' To the Legislafure : 

The Regents of the University, by law the trustees of the State 
Library, submit their Sixty-ninth Annual Report. 

Although the work of the library has been in some measure inter- 
rupted by its removal to temporary quarters, its growth has not been 
materially interrupted. The full amount of the appropriation avail- 
able for the year ending September 30, 1883, that is $4,000, was ex- 
pended. The whole number of volumes added to the general library 
up to the end of the year 1883 was one thousand six hundred and 
seventeen volumes ; and the number added to the law library was eight 
hundred and sixty-three volumes ; in all, two thousand four hundred 
and eighty volumes. Of these, one thousand three hundred and twenty 
volumes were obtained by purchase ; the remaining one thousand one 
hundred and sixty volumes were received by donation or exchange. 
The list of additions herewith submitted will indicate the policy which 
has been pursued in increasing the library. In the general library t^ 
purchases have been largely in the direction of American history, ^.^^g 
accordance with the well-known general plan and policy adopted 
the trustees in 1879. The special appropriation for the purchase .-^ 
books from the Brinley sale has not yet been entirely expended, owing* 
to the delay in holding the last of the three sales. It is expected that 
this will shortly now be held. A balance of $2,065.22 remains to the 
credit of the library on this account. It is available, also, for the pur- 
chase of British parliamentary papers, and will be required to supply 
deficiencies of this class in the library. 

A subject-index of the law library has been completed and is now 
ready for publication. It has been prepared by Mr. Griswold, the 
librarian of the law library, under the authority of chapter 306 of the 
Laws of 1881. It forms a volume of two hundred and fifty-nine 
pages. It covers the entire accretions of the library from its origin 
in 1818, down to the close of 1882. An 'mportant part of this work 
consists in the indexing of the large number of important articles 
contained in the sets of law magazines in tht library. The work, it is 
believed, will prove of great value to the profession. 

For full statements as to the work carried on in the library during 
the year the trustees beg to refer the Legislature to the reports of Dr. 
Henry A. Homes, librarian of the general library, and of Mr. S. B. 
Griswold, librarian of the law library, which are hereto appended. 

The progress of work on the New Capitol has, during the past sum- 
mer, required the demolition of the Old Capitol building and the State 
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library. The following communication was received from Commis- 
sioner Perry, notifying the trustees of his intention to remove the 
library building : 

State of New York, New Capitol : ) 
Office of the Commissioner, Albany, July 13, 1883. J 

To the Hon. Board of Regents : 

Gentlemen — In order to progress with the work on the New Capi- 
tol building to advantage and with economy, it has become necessary 
to remove the State Library building, which I have determined to do. 
Rooms in the New Capitol building for the reception of the library, 
which I will cause to be fitted up in a suitable manner, have been as- 
signed by the trustees of public buildings. 

The removal of the library to be completed on or before the first 
day of October next. 

The rooms will be fitted up ready for the reception of the library 
on or before the first day of September next.

In accordance with this notice the trustees made arrangements 
with the trustees of public buildings and the Commissioner of the 
New Capitol to prepare temporary quarters for the books until the 
rooms designed for the ultimate reception of the library could be pre- 
*^ ^,red. The room originally appropriated to the Court of Appeals, on 

'? north side, was fitted with compact shelving for the storage of 
books of the general library, and the golden corridor adjoining 

as prepared in a like manner for the law library. The large collec- 
tion of duplicates of the library, together with the documents belong- 
ing to the library and the office of the Regents, has been stored in 
rooms partitioned off from the vaults in the basement. The work of 
removing these great collections of books, pamphlets, manuscripts and 
historical records within the time to which it was important to limit 
it, was accomplished with a promptness, judgment and system which are 
notable. The trustees feel under the greatest obligation, in connec- 
tion with this transfer, not only to the staff of the library, whose la- 
bors were greatly increased, but also to Commissioner Perry and Super- 
intendant Andrews, for the admirable arrangements made by them for 
the accomplishment of the task. The removal of the law library was 
begun September 28, and was completed in nine days. The removal of 
the general library was begun October 1, and was completed in twenty- 
five days. Under these circumstances it is not ])osrfibIe to furnish the 
same fiicilities for the use of the library, either to the members of the 
Legislature and other privileged readers, or to the general public. 
Every effort, however, has been used to render the service as efficient as 
possible. And as the sojourn of the library in its present inconvenient 
quarters is only to be temporary, it is hoped that the inadecjuate ser- 
vice which can be supplied for the present will be deemed satisfactory. 

The preparation of the new rooms for the library, situated on the 
west front of the Capitol, is in progress. It is expected by the Com- 
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missioner that they may be completed during the conjiing summer. 
It may,/therefore, be hoped, that within the ensuing year the work of 
removing the books into their permanent home may be practically 
completed. 

The publishers of the work on the " Public Service of the State of 
New York," Messrs. J. R. Osgood & Co., of Boston, have, during the 
year, furnished to the library nineteen sets of their work on the con- 
dition that the trustees would cause them to be presented in the name 
of the State of New York, to certain specified foreign libraries, as 
follows : 

To the Empire of Austria-Hungary for the Imperial Library at 
Vienna. 

To the Kingdom of Belgium, for the Royal Library at Brussels.

To the Dominion of Canada, for the Parliamentary Library at Ot- 
tawa. 

To the Kingdom of Italy, for the Library of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties at Rome. 

To the Empire of Japan, for the Imperial Library at Tokio. 

To the Republic of Mexico, for the National Library at Mexico. 

To the Kingdom of the Netherlands, for the Royal Library at the 
Hague. 

To the Empire of Russia, for the Imperial Library at St. Petersburg. 

To the Republic of Switzerland, for the National Library at Zurich. 

To the Kingdom of Sweden, for the Royal Library at Stockholm. 

To the Kingdom of Spain, for the National Library at Madrid. 

The offer of the publishers was accordingly accepted and the sets 
were sent to the Secretary of State at Washington for distribution. 
They have been forwarded to their destination through the agency of 
the Smithsonian Institution. The governments and libraries to which 
these works have been sent have been, in nearly every case, liberal 
benefactors of the State Library, and the trustees have been gratified 
to be able in this way to make some return to them. By a careful 
estimate made by the librarian of the general library, the value of the 
gifts to the library from foreign governments has been up to this time 
not less than $50,000. It is, in the opinion of the trustees, a matter 
of great importance to the future progress and growth of this library 
to maintain the continuance of these exchanges with foreign libraries. 
This, of course, can only ,be done by making from time to time 
some adequate return for wUat is received. It is believed that the 
present work which the trustdt^; have been enabled, by the liberality 
of the publishers to send to the \';oregoing libraries, containing, as it 
does, authentic and comprehensive ^.^^^atements of the material and po- 
litical condition of the State of New , York, will prove to be for them 
a valuable and acceptable contribution^.

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The important work of arranging and indexing the G-eorge Clinton 
manuscripts has made satisfactory progress during the past year. The 
report of Hon. George W. Clinton, to whom this work has been in- 
trusted, is herewith transmitted. To that report the Trustees beg to 
refer the Legislature for full information as to the work. An exceed- 
ingly valuable addition to these historical manuscripts has been re- 
ceived during the year by the purchase from Getty, Esq. , a 

descendant of George Clinton, of a large collection of manuscripts, 
including correspondence, memoranda and State papers. These papers 
are to be arranged and will go far to supplement the collection here- 
tofore in the library. The historical documents transferred to the 
library from the offices of the Secretary of State and Comptroller are 
still in a room in the State Hall in charge of Mr. Berth old Fernow. 
Volume XTV of the documents relating to the colonial history of the 
State of Xew York has been issued during the year under the edito- 
rial charge of Mr. Fernow. After making distribution to those by 
law entitled to this volume, the remainder have been turned over bv 
the Secretary of State to the State Library, and they now form a part 
of tlie duplicate stock of the library. The report of Mr. Fernow is 
herewith transmitted, and reference is made to it for fuller informa- 
tion as to the collection of documents in his charge.

OP THE 



LIBKAEIAN OF THE GENERAL LIBRARY. 



State Libbaby, January 1, 1884. 

To the Regents of tlie University^ Trustees of the State Libra/ry : 

The number of volumes in the State Library, at the close of the year 
1883, is one hundred and twenty-one thousand six hundred and eighty- 
six, of which eighty-six thousand six hundred and forty-four volumes 
are in the general library, showing an increase in that department 
during the year of one thousand six hundred and twenty-seven volumes. 

Less attention than usual has been paid by me during the yeaj to 
the study of catalogues of books offered at auction or by the trade 
of books out of print, yet I have had no difficulty in adding to the 
treasures of the library rare and valuable publications, and have fre- 
quently been compelled to refrain from purchases because our moder- 
ate funds were so soon exhausted, although my purchases have been, 
in the main, limited to the few classes of books prescribed by the 
trustees. 

The peculiar occasion of my neglect to study the catalogues referred 
to has been the discharge of duties connected with the removal of the 
books of the State Library to temporary quarters in the New Capitol. 
It was deemed advisable by the library committee, and by all who con- 
sidered the subject, that the edifice in which the library had been 
stored for twenty-nine years should he taken down, so that the work 
of completing the Capitol and its approaches might proceed more 
rapidly. The preparation for the task of removing the eighty-six 
thousand volumes of this department of the library, with all its accom- 
])animents of manuscripts, maps, works of art, duplicates and New 
York State publications held for exchange and sale, has been an ardu- 
ous one. The removal, in all its parts, exclusive of the law library, 
occupied five weeks. The undertaking was the more arduous, because 
it was attempted at the same time to bring back into one alphabet the 
works which, during the past twenty-five years, had been eliminated 
from the shelves of the floor to place them in various alphabets in the 
galleries (which were not originally designed for books), according as 
our necessities had compelled us to separate the books less used from 
those in more frequent use. After the removal had been accomplished 
in October, the work of exact arrangement, in alphabetical order on 
the shelves, of the books most in demand, and on account of want of 
space in the principal room, distributing the remainder in adjoining 
rooms, has, with current duties, occupied the remainder of the year. 
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The most important accession to the library during the year has 
been the purchase of many thousands of pages of manuscripts which 
had belonged chiefly to Governor George Clinton, and many of them 
to Governor De Witt Clinton. These manuscripts consist of a large 
quantity of correspondence of both of these distinguished citizens 
with men of eminence all over the United States, and a considerable 
number of volumes and papers connected with the first things in sev- 
eral of the counties of the State where Governor G. Clinton was a land- 
owner. This addition will double the number of our present series of 
twenty-three volumes of these MSS., though they will not all be of 
equal value. Among the letters are some of Alexander Hamilton, 
which have never yet been printed. The library has also obtained, by 
purchase from another source, a printed pamphlet written by him, 
entitled "A Second Address to the Electors of New York,'' written 
in 1789, and which is so scarce that Mr. John C. Hamilton, the editor 
of his works, stated in a letter now in the library written by him a 
few months before his death, that he did not know that there was such 
a " Second " Address. 

While there has not been time or money to make purchases from 
the printed catalogues, weeks of time have been spent in laboriously 
studying voluminous catalogues in manuscript of the collections of 
books and pamphlets relating to the history of the several States of the 
Union, and belonging to the historian, Mr. Henry B. Dawson, of 
Morrisania. He has been proud to give his own State the first choice 
in making purchases from the library, to the forming of which he has 
devoted many long years of his beneficent life. 

Previous to removing the library to the New Capitol, we had reason 
to hope that the books could be transferred to their permanent home 
from the room where they are at present as early as October, 1884. 
The prospect of making the change at so early a date is not clear at 
this moment. It makes the fact that I have no new code of regula- 
tions for the library to submit to the board of trustees, as requested 
by them, of less importance than it otherwise would be ; and yet I 
must add the additional fact that, judging by the past two years, I 
shall find it very difficult to attend to the preparation of these regu- 
lations, and to the performance of many other duties, unless the library 
has another assistant. In addition to the causes for the increase of 
cares in the library over and above those which are incident to the 
increase of the library itself, should be mentioned, that various mat- 
ters which hitherto had been wholly or in part attended to by the sec- 
retary of the board now come under the charge of the State Librarian. 
One of these is supervision and correspondence relating to the distri- 
bution of the Colonial History and other State publications. I antici- 
pate that a single additional assistant is not the only aid that will be 
necessary in the new rooms of the library, but that on account of the 
time consumed in walking over the large spaces between th^ reading- 
room and the shelves of the book-rooms, and on account of the increase 
of readers and visitors, it will be impossible with the present small 
staff and the existing claims upon their time to respond satisfactorily 
to the wants of the public without more help.

LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW LIBRARY. 



State Libkary, January 2, 1884. 

To the Begents of the University of the State of New York : 

The number of volumes added to the law department of the library 
during the year 1883 is eight hundred and sixty-three, which in- 
creases the total number of volumes in this department to thirty-five 
thousand and forty-two. 

. Valuable additions have been made of American and British reports, 
law periodical^- and standard elementary works. During the year, an 
opportunity occurred whereby there were secured to the library, fifty- 
five volumes of the session laws of fifteen States of the Union, to 
supply deficiencies that had long existed in our collection of American 
statute law. Many of these volumes are exceedingly rare, and the 
opportunity to obtain them ^must be regarded as a fortunate one. 
Other deficiencies still exist in this collection, which, it is hoped, we 
may be equally fortunate in supplying at an early day. 

Sixty-five collected volumes have been added to the collection of 
proceedings of the boards of supervisors of the various counties of the 
State, which proceedings, by chapter 102 of the Laws of 1877, are re- 
quired to be transmitted annually to this library, by the clerks of the 
respective boards. The efforts of the librarian have secured these pro- 
ceedings for many of the years previous to 1877, so that our present 
collection embraces evei'y county of the State, (and for many counties 
our set is complete), covering the period from 1860 to the present time. 
The collection is bound in four hundred and fifty volumes, each 
volume containing the proceedings of one or more years. The power 
of local legislation, now vested in these boards, renders the preserva- 
tion of their j^ecords of much importance ; and it is a fact of some 
interest, that this library has the only general collection of such records. 

The removal of the law library to temporary quarters in the New 
Capitol was begun September 20, aijd was completed September 28. 
Great care was taken not to disarrange the volumes during the progress 
of the removal, and under the plan adopted, the disarrangement of 
the volumes growing out of the removal was so slight, that we were 
able to re-open the library to the public on October 1, two days after 
the removal was completed. Ifc is believed that the law library is so 
well located and arranged in its temporary quarters, that no serious 
inconvenience will be experienced by the public in their use of the 
same. The books most used are readily accessible, while those rarely 
used are accessible to a limited extent* The librarian takes pleasure

in being able to state that the subject-index of the law library, the 
publication of which was authorized by chapter 306 of the La'Wfs of 
1881, will be issued from the press within the next thirty days. The 
following extracts from the preface to the index are here given, con- 
taining a description of its construction, and also some interesting 
facts as to the history and growth of this department of the library: 

" The act establishing the State Library (chap. 276 of the Laws of 
1818) had its origin in a bill which was introduced in the Assembly on 
the 18th day of March of that year, by Thomas J. Oakley, a dis- 
tinguished member of the bar and afterward chief justice of the 
Superior Court of the city of New York. The first Board of Trustees 
was composed of Governor DeWitt Clinton, Lieutenant-Governor 
John Tayler, Chancellor James Kent and Chief Justice Smith 
Thompson, who reported to the Legislature of 1819, that they had 
purchased, for the library, six hundred volumes, of which, two hundred 
and fifty volumes were law books. The following table will show the 
additions to the law library during periods of ten years each, from the 
time of the first purchase in 1818 :

" From January 1, 1878, to December 31, 1882, there were added five 
thousand four hundred and seventy-one volumes, making a total of 
thirty-four thousand one hundred and seventy-nine volumes, of which 
ten thousand volumes are estimated to comprise the collection of 
statute law and State papers, leaving twenty-four thousand as the 
number of volumes of law books embraced in this catalogue. • 

The present volume has been prepared and published in pursuance 
of chapter 306 of the Laws of 1881, for the purpose of increasing the 
utility of the library. In its preparation, the librarian has had in mind 
the practical convenience of those who have occasion to consult the 
library, rather than any effort to construct a bibliographical model. 
Each volume is entered under some one of the subjects, and some 
volumes are entered several times under different subjects. Cross- 
references have been freely made from general subjects to their various 
subordinate subjects and also to co-ordinate and illustrative subjects. 
The plan of short titles has been adopted. Under this plan, it will 
be readily seen, that each entry must be read with reference to the 
subject under which it occurs, iu order that the tide may be fully 
understood. 

References to leading articles contained in seven hundred and 
twenty-five volumes of American, English, Irish, Scotch and Canadian 
law periodicals have been noted under their respective subject*. A 
large number of the more important published trials have been ex- 
amined, and are entered under the subjects which they illustrate."

REPORT 

OP GEORGE W. CLINTON, EDITOR OF THE GEORGE 

CLINTON PAPERS. 



To the Regents of the University : 

The undersigned, to whom you have committed the task of indexing 
and- preparing for publication the George Clinton papers, most respect- 
fully reports that he has during the past year continued to devote his 
utmost strength for the utmost possible time to its performance. The 
work has so far been a pleasure. He has bebome enamored of it, and 
he prays that God will enable him to finish it, and so end the labors 
of a long, inglorious, but he trusts a not altogether useless life. There 
is, indeed, in this immense mass of undigested papers very much, as I 
believe, undiscovered to our country, to prove that the Revolutionary 
war was, in truth, a constant succession of " times that tried men's 
souls ; '' to confirm the love of liberty so dearly won ; to heighten our 
love and reasonable reverence for the men who won it ; to teach the 
folly of factious hate, and to inspire those who are to succeed us with 
a pure ambition. 

Since my last report the library has acquired a large collection of 
the papers George Clinton left behind him. I have had no opportu- 
nity to sift these papers and estimate their value as additions to the - 
collection in my hands, but while, from a single cursory view of them, 
I apprehend that the great mass of them consist of papers relating to 
purely personal affairs, there are among them other papers which fill 
gaps in the collection I am at work upon, and many that supply new 
matter of public interest, and especially some of the correspondence 
of George Clinton in his latest years, and while Vice-President of the 
United States. 

The library has also acquired the original diary of Charles Clinton, 
the father of George and James Clinton, during his passage from Ire- 
land to America in 1729, bound up with the journal of the campaign — 
July to October, 1758 — in which as a colonel he participated. Only 
the latter is of any public interest, and I believe that it or its material 
parts have heretofore been published. It has also acquired the account 
book of Charles Clinton from 1729 to 1756, and a book of minutes 
kept by him of his proceedings as a magistrate of Ulster county, and 
of surveys made by him. In these a very cursory examination detected 
nothing of the least moment to the public. There is that in them, 
indeed, which confirms my belief that the father of my grandfather 
and great uncle was a careful and thorough business man, a worthy 
gentleman and a true Christian. 
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Charles De Witt, of Ulster couuty, was one of George Clintons' 
earliest and most intimate friends. We have in the Clinton papers the 
official certificate of the election of the two friends by the freeholders 
of Ulster county to represent it and assist his Majesty's comtfiander- 
in-chief in a general assembly to be held on the 14:th day of February, 
1776. That assembly, of course, was never held. Charles De Witt 
was a member of the Provincial Convention, of the Provincial Con- 
gress, and of the Council of Safety, and in 1784 he was a delegate to 
Congress. He was a man of mark and influence, and must have left 
papers of general interest, and that may throw light upon the career 
of his friend, George Clinton. Sutherland De Witt, Esq., of Elmira, 
his lineal descendant, has many of them. I am very happy in having 
his promise that all shall be deposited in the State Library. 

The George Clinton papers intrusted to me are calendared. That 
work was ably performed, I know not how many years ago, by Orville 
Holley. These papers are bound in volumes and numbered consecu- 
tively. The calendar takes up the papers in the order of their dates, 
actual or assumed, and referring to them by numbers in accordance 
with the dates, gives brief statements of their natures or principal 
subjects, but it could not and does not inform those who consult it of 
the minor matters embraced in them, nor of the argument and spirit 
of the writers, nor of their remarks and opinions about individuals or 
bodies of men who were active in, or whose interests were involved in 
the matters in discussion. Here, for instance, are letters from the 
committee of Tryon county to George Clinton as to the state of affairs 
in that county with mentions of fiorloch and of the "great revolu- 
tion '' there, and of the acts of named tories and whigs, and perhaps 
of a paltry incursion of Indians and painted tories, and the slaughter 
of some, the heroic defense of others of our people ; but of these par- 
ticulars there is not, nor could there well be any, the least mention. 
An entry in the calendar of a letter of the New York delegates in 
Congress is simply that " they apply for money from the State to pay 
their necessary expenses," etc. But this gives us no hint of the suf- 
ferings they were enduring from inability to pay what the Philadel- 
phians demanded — "£270 Continental money a week for a Gentle- 
man and Servant, exclusive even of table beer," nor that ''every thing 
else was in proportion, and exchange sixty for one. " 

There, too, are letters from New York statesmen to each other ex- 
pressive not only of trust, but of affection, but the trust and affection 
are not even intimated in the calendar. And so it is with the grand 
views of policy, and the strong arguments, and, if you please, what 
may now seem to us the contracted notions in some particulars of the 
men who, in those times of sufferihg, uncertainty and dread, framed 
the first Constitution of New York and made her eminent among her 
sisters. 

Believing that a full index was not only necessary to the bringing 
of all such facts and circumstances to light, but also that it would 
prove a great help in selecting the matter which ought to be given to 
the public, I have devoted all my time to preparing it. Every paper 
has been read and studied ; from every paper every particular which, 
in my judgment, could be of any worth to any of our citizens, or con- 
tribute in the least to the true history of the times, was noted under 
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what seemed to me a proper head for trie index ; the notes were, as 
usual, separated and placed in lettered boxes. I have been very jealous 
of my time, and have, so far as possible, shunned every thing which 
could interrupt the prosecution of my labors. This undertaking has 
proven far more severe than I anticipated when I began it, and I some- 
times fear that my strength will not suffice for its completion. 

It is true that the index is completed in the rough about half-way 
through *^ J," and that the material in the rough for the remainder is 
all prepared. But, as I think I have stated to you in a previous report, 
there are materials outside the papers which ought to be looked up ; 
matters which are sometimes necessary to a proper understanding of 
the papers themselves, and which, when interpolated by notes, explain 
and justify, so far as such acts can be justified, the seeming harshness 
and folly of our fathers. Some philosopher has said that the history 
of a Stiate is written in its laws. It is more correct, perhaps, to say 
that its laws are an important part of the history of the State ; that 
in a free State they are the fruit of the spirit of the people, and are 
in general colored and determined by it. To appreciate the spirit of 
our people in the war of the Revolution, we must fully realize that 
the laws they submitted themselves unto were tyrannous in the extreme 
and marked by seeming folly. That a people should cheerfully and 
unanimously submit to them was impossible. Promise is not per- 
formance — bills of credit were not money, and could not be made to 
perform its office. 

. Laws fixing prices of grain and flour are stupidly injurious and 
oppressive, and give birth to crime — the market must govern prices. 
The absence of money and the want of confidence in its paper repre- 
sentative, though made legal-tender by law, made prices enormous, 
and hence we find in the statutes of that time taxes payable in kind, 
laws for the seizure of so much of the farmer's produce as was not 
needed for his own use, and for the seizure of grain and flour bought, 
not for the buyer's use but to sell again, fixing inadequate prices there- 
for, payable in certificates. There, too, was an embargo act ; a par- 
tially successful attempt in restriction of traffic with our neighbors. 
How can we believe our people wise or in love witli liberty unless we 
know the great emergency which reconciled them to such preposterous 
and oppressive legislation ? 

These laws were the inevitable fruits of a great public necessity — 
they were believed to be necessary to enable Congress to keep our 
armies in the field, and our people, in their submission to these laws, 
exhibited an almost unexampled self-sacrificing wisdom. The embargo 
wds recommended for adoption by Congress, and our statesmen reluc- 
tantly enacted it. They yielded only to direful necessity in recom- 
mending and passing laws so distressful and so contrary to policy and 
justice in ordinary times. The statute books must be resorted to ; the 
journals of the Senate and Assembly must be consulted, with the mes- 
sages of the Governor, and sometimes, though rarely, the newspapers 
of the period, to make clear portions of the George Clinton papers, 
and to enable the humble index-maker by brief notes to make the in- 
dex just to the founders of our great Republic, and an epitome of the 
history of its share in the vindication of our independence. 

[Sen. Doc. No. 14.] 3 
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acted as spies, harbored the emissaries of the enemy, and stole horses 
to stipplj their camp. There was, indeed, a respectable, in some in- 
stances 1 may say a noble, grade of tories, who endangered all their 
interests through a mistaken loyalty. Of such were Harisou, Van 
Schaack, Smith, Golden, and it is very gratifying to know that our 
forefathers were generous toward such men. 'Vain is t?he effort to 
make Lady Johnson a heroin^, and it is impossible to weep over the 
petty annoyances and trivial sufferings of a woman who seems to have 
had no tears for the multitude of whig women and children who were 
dragged into Canada or resigned, as their portions of the spoil, to 
Indian captors. We cannot but agree with the declaration of General 
James Clinton in his answer to the infamous Walter Butler's proposi- 
tion for an exchange of prisoners — that it was difficult in the light 
of history to believe that the British officers had exerted themselves 
to restrain the barbarities of the savages. ^ 

He who reads these papers and considers what they disclose of Sir 
John Johnson, the principal abetter of these outrages, xjannot but 
regard with wonder the efforts of a justly distinguished gentleman to 
make that career a noble one. It is a pleasant thought, however, that 
whatever there may be in heredity it does not forbid progress nor 
stamp into the intellect the errors, nor upon the soul the crimes of a 
stupid or wicked ancestry. God does not rate us by our descent, and 
a rational community will prize a man for what he is and does rather 
than by his genealogy. When the war was ended passion soon sub- 
sided, * and the tories of New York, whether of high or low estate, 
who remained upon its soil, submitted unto law and learned to love 
the freedom against which they had contended. Many of their de- 
scendents won honor and attained high consideration in the State. 

These papers have to do with so many matters of the highest inter- 
est, that were I to endeavor to point out their bearings in these regards 
I should exhaust your patience. I will content myself with reminding 
you that until the Constitution of the United States went into effect, 
the State of New York, like every other State, possessed and exercised 
all the sovereign powers which had not been resigned and vested in 
the Confederate government, and that in their exercise the Governor 
and Legislature had great and wide responsibilities which do not de- 
volve upon their successors. 

To say nothing fiirther of their actions, the writings of very many 
eminent men of these early times, and of many of the patriotic citi- 
zens of New York who did not win pre-eminent distinction — writings 
which were preserved only in the George Clinton papers — go far to 
•prove that wisdom is unchanging. It is of God I Statesmanship 
varies little, if at all, with the changing conditions of countries in 
their external relations and interior strength ; but statecraft is as vari- 
able as the occasions for its use. These papers contain evidences 
of the wisdom of our public men, as well as of their public and pri- 
vate virtue. In 1780 John Jay, then our Minister to Spain, wrote to 
George Clinton thus : " By her power, justice, commerce and conse- 
quence, America must expect to gain and keep friends. The equity 
of her cause is with many only a secondary consideration." This is 
an old truth ; but is it not worth while to publish its entertainment 
and utterance by John Jay in 1780 ? Its people are the children as 
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well as the authors of the State, bone of her bone, flesh of her flesh, 
and the fame as well as the material prosperity of her children is 
among her chiefest jewels, while her justice, liberality and wisdom 
bring to her an honor in the world's eye which binds her children rev- 
erently to her. , I am persuaded that the resolve of theLegislature that 
this collection of papers should be thoroughly examined, indexed and 
prepared for publication was wise and just. I am highly honored 
by your selection .of me as your instrument for the work, and rever- 
ently pray for strength to perform it fully and worthily. ^ ,^ 
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REPORT 

OF BERTHOLD FERNOW, ON^ HISTORICAL DOCU- 
MENTS. 



Dr. David Murray, Seci^etary of the Board of Regents of the 
University of the State of New York : 

Sir — I have the honor to make the following report concerning the 
work done by me in the department of Historical Records during the 
year 1883: 

Volume fourteen (three new series) of the '^ Document relating to 
the Colonial History of the State of New York," was edited and pub- 
lished by me during the months of February to October. This volume 
contains translations of all the Dutch records referring to Long Island 
and English documents of the same character up to 1683. The favor- 
able reception which has been accorded by the press and the public 
to this kind of State publications is an inducement to me to con- 
tinue the translation, until all the Dutch documents have been ren- 
dered into English and made accessible to the public. I hope to 
complete this work during the year 1884, taking it up again as soon 
as the matter which I have in hand now has been put into a satis- 
factory condition. 

Whenever the reading and annotating of proof sheets of the above- 
mentioned volume fourteen allowed me the time during the summer and 
later in the fall, I have collected, collated and arranged about twenty-five 
thousand names of soldiers, non-commissioned and commissioned 
officers, who served in the Now York Line of the Continental Array, 
in the levies and the militia during the War of the Revolution. The 
levies and militia regiments are alphabetically arranged, and after col- 
lecting and arranging about five thousand names more, I shall have a 
like register of the New York line. 

The requests for information upon historical or genealogical points 
have numbered neither much more nor much less than in former 
years, but their character has materially changed. To answer one 
question, referred to me by the Attorney-General of the State, whether 
the Bloom ingdale road on Manhattan Island had been opened near the 
present West Seventy-fifth street in New York city before 1664, I had 
to construct a map of the island from Dutch records, showing the 
plantations, farms and roads before that date. I regret to say, that I 
could not answer affirmatively, as no patent or deed, dated before the 
Englisli occupation, mentioned the road, later called the Bloomingdale 
road, above or north of the present West Fourteenth street. A like 
query, involving the existence of a road from Hempstead to Jamaica 
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before September, 1664, was answered almost affirmatively, as I could 
prove it to have existed in 1665 and 1666. Both these questions origin- 
ated in the diffe^^ence between the Dutch and English laws regarding 
the ownership of streets and highways. Other inquiries related to 
Indian archaeology, chorography and treaties, to the ship building and 
the fishery interests in colonial times, to Huguenot and German im- 
migration, to the establishment of Dutch schools and ' Episcopal 
churches, to revolutionary service, to genealogical matters and to the 
ever reviving Anneke Jans ; sojpe of the correspondents dating their 
letters from Belgfum, France, Algeria and England. With perhaps 
justifiable pride I can report, that most of these inquiries were 
answered by me to the satisfaction of the inquirers, some questions re- 
lating to genealogical points and revolutionary services excepted. 

The additional collection of Clinton MSS. were placed into my 
hands during the summer for classification. They have been arranged 
as follows : 1, letters in chronological order ; 2, land papers, showing 
the transactions of Governor George Clinton in real estate, divided 
into sub-classes, chronologically arranged, each sub-class containing 
the papers for one locality ; 3, private bills of the Governor and his 
family. I await now directions for the further disposition of these 
'papers and of the so-called Vermont papers, which are stored in my 
office, but are not yet arranged or classified.

For the details of the additions to the library the trustees refer 
the Legislature to the list of books and pamphlets received by dona- 
tion or exchange during the year 1882, and the catalogue of addi- 
tions which are appended to the report. 

The trustees also herewith transmit the reports made to them by 
the librarians of the general and law libraries, giving full particulars 
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as to the progress and present condition of the collections under 
their care. These reports will show how much has beep accom- 
plished with the means placed at the disposal of the trustees. The 
library has grown to be one of the most valuable and useful 
in the country, and it has become so by an expenditure so limited 
as to be quite disproportionate to its value. During the past 
two years the trustees have felt very plainly the inadequacy 
of the appropriation for the support of the library. It is 
found impossible in the law department to keep the tables sup- 
plied with the important periodicals which the courts and the law- 
yers call for. In the special lines in which it has been found 
expedient to develop the general library, the material constantly 
offeridg far exceeds the means afforded for purchase. Not only has 
the material in these lines become more abundant, but its cost has 
greatly advanced. 

A supplement to the subject-index of the general library published 
in 1872, which has been for some time in preparation, has been issued 
during the past year. It forms a volume of 414 pages, and it is 
believed will add greatly to the utility of collection. A correspond- 
ing supplement is in preparation to the catalogue of the law library 
which it is hoped will be completed during the coming year. 

Under laws enacted at various times, the remainders of the edi- 
tions of the several volumes of the documentary and colonial his- 
tories have been handed over to the Regents of the University for 
the purposes of literary exchange. It is believed that all who by 
any law or right were entitled to these volumes by free distribution 
have been supplied, and that what remain may now be used for the 
benefit of the library. The editions of many of the volumes are 
completely exhausted, and it is no longer possible to make up sets. 
Under these circumstances the trustees have deemed it their duty to 
transfer the entire remaining stock of these volumes to the library 
to form a part of its duplicates, and to be sold or exchanged for its 
benefit under the laws relating thereto. In making this transfer of 
course the rights of those who may still have a legal claim for vol- 
umes of the set have been protected. 

The trustees call the attention of the Legislature to the report 
herewith transmitted of the Honorable George W. Clinton, who 
by appointment of the trustees is engaged upon the work of index- 
ing and editing the Clinton papers. Most satisfactory progress has 
been made during the year, and the value and interest of the collec- 
tion of papers become more apparent as the work progresses. The 
trustees respectfully commend the work to the fostering care of the 
Legislature, and can give the fullest assurance that the material 
which is thus prepared for publication will prove of the utmost his- 
torical interest. 

The historical documents transferred to the custody of the trustees 
of the State Library by chapter 120 of the Laws of 1881, have been 
continued during the past year in the special charge of Mr. Berthold 
Fernow. They still remain in one of the rooms of the State hall.

REPORT ON THE GEORGE CLINTON PAPERS. 



By Geobgb W. Clinton. 

To the Regents of the University : 

The undersigned, to whom wa& committed the duty of indexing 
and editing the George Clinton Papers, etc., is sorry to be compelled 
to report that, with his utmost diligence, he has been able onlj^ to 
extract from the Clinton papers full materials for the body of the 
Index, excepting only assured notes of the contents of two ancient 
Dutch documents, one Spanish and two or three French letters. 
Prof. Pearson, of Union College, has kindlj^ consented to furnish 
translations of the Dutch documents, and translations of the Spanish 
and of the French letters can easily be procured. The by no means 
inconsiderable task of verifying and correcting these memoranda 
and of forming from them a compact but very full index of this 
large collection of papers, remains to be performed. The contents 
of these papers are very various, but, in the main, they present the 
chiefest items of the history of our State during the whole period 
of the war of the Revolution, with in numerous events and incidents 
which general history is unable to record, but which tend strongly 
to bring before us the character of our then people and inform us 
of their intelligence and love of liberty. They are permeated by the 
spirit of those dreadful times, and are full of those touches of na- 
ture which make the whole world kin. Not one of the thirteen 
States was an equal sufferer with New York, and not one was more 
noble in suffering, or more active, persistent and efficient in devo- 
tion to the common cause. Despoiled of her chief city and cut oft 
from communication with the sea at almost the beginning of the 
war, she was subjected almost continually to invasions from the 
north and from the south so bloody and unsparing that loyalty fal- 
tered in her north east, and Schenectady, near the close of the war, 
became her frontier post upon the west. From all sides to the very 
centre of the territory that was left to her, and from within herself 
she was harassed by the depredations of organized bands of tory 
robbers. Surely the wisdom and stern virtues of our people which, 
amid such instant and appalling dangers "plucked the flower safety," 
and the unfailing alacrity witn which they guarded the passes of 
the Highlands, whose capture by the enemy might well have pro- 
duced a fatal issue of the war, deserve to be recorded in their mi 
nutest proofs and incidents. These papers embody many such 
proofs and incidents, and I doubt not throw /light upon the charac- 
ters and histories of actors, conspicuous and inconspicuous, in that 
eventful war. It is not for mo to judge the men wno were service- 
able to our country in those times. They were an outgrowth of the 
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people and (consonant with them in spirit. History establishes the 
fact that, with very few if any exceptions, no people has been res- 
cued from oppression, or elevated in the scale of nations, save by 
their own action. In their need they have invoked — I may say 
created — the heroes and the sages who, with their support and the 
blessing of Almighty God, vindicated their rights and led them up- 
ward. ^ > 

The Index, when completed, ougfit to be clearly engrossed and 
kept with the papers — every item of information in which it will 
make easily accessible. It will be very voluminous, and I can see 
at present no special good to flow from printing it. But it will be, 
if it prove to be such an one as I am aiming to make it, an essential 
aid in attaining the end the Legislature had m view in providing for 
its preparation. It is indispensable to the easy and thorough exam- 
ination of this very large and miscellaneous collection, for the pur- 
pose of selecting from it such matter as it is desirable to publish, 
and in preparing an index for that selection. That the collection 
does contain a very large number of papers worthy of publication I 
am persuaded. 

It consists of some few private and professional business papers 
of George Clinton, which, so far as they show current prices, the 
habits and customs of the people, the manners and business methods 
of the times, and are connected with his personal history, are of 
some value ; of some few purely family and friendly letters, and 
three or four from Du Simitiere, of Philadelphia, a man of science 
and a would-be historian of America, and these have for me at least 
some interest ; of George Clinton's correspondence touching all the 
incidents and movements of the war, and all the great subjects of 

Solicy and government which had to be considered and acted upon 
uring and immediately subsequent to the war, such as the defenses 
of the Highlands, repelling and returning the assaults of the 
enemy, the embargo of our grain and cattle and applying them to 
the support of the Continental army, the crippling and banishment 
of enemies of the country, the prevention and punishment of illicit 
intercourse with the enemy, the repression of crimes and enforce- 
ment of law, the extradition of fugitives from justice, the finances 
and government of the State and tne expedients, often strained be- 
yond plain justice, to enable it to meet the requisitions of the Fed- 
eral Congress, the conduct of the customs before the Constitution 
of the United States was adopted, the defects of the articles of 
confederation, the merits of the Constitution as proposed and the 
need of its amendment •when adopted, and the dangerous and im- 
politic secrecy of the Senate of the United States, in short almost 
every thing in which the interests of the people and the honor and 
safety of the State and nation were or were supposed to be involved. 
Then, too, it embraces a portion of George Clinton's correspondence 
with Genet, with the French Consuls in New York city, with our 
own government and with Monroe during a portion of the French 
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Rovoliition. It 18 no part of my hunMe dnty, in my employment, 
to characterize men or measures, but you will excuse me in remarking 
tliat this correspondence here gives me great pleasure by satisfying 
nie, beyond a question ^ that George Clinton and his compeers, what- 
ever may have been their errors, were always advocates of the right 
of the people to govern and uncomprising asserters of the dignity 
ot the State. The papers also comprise a large number of copies 
(»f the acts of Congress during and shortly after the war, and some 
of the acts of our Legislature. These, of course, though proper 
and instructive in their places among the papers, are mere material 
for connective notes and will form no part of the matter selected for 
publication. 

I regret to find that here and there a gap occurs in this correspond- 
ence The correspondence during the French Revolution, and the 
trampling upon our rights and the embarrassment of our commerce 
during the war that followed its outbreak, is meagre. Letters from 
or to George Clinton are occasionallv missing. True it is that in a 
large majority of cases, the substantial contents of the missing let- 
ters is made clearly manifest by the answer to it, but the letters 
themselves are, in almost every case, desirable, and in some few in- 
stances are necessary to a certain understanding of the allusions or 
answers to them. Then again we have only the drafts of George 
Clinton's letters, and they are by no means infrequently clouded 
with erasures and interlineations and difficult to decipher ; and I 
need not say that the letters themselves, as sent, would be more 
satisfactory. I have given so much time as I could, without neglect 
of my immediate duty to the index, to the identification of localities, 
persons and events named and referred to in this correspondence, 
and to inquiry as to the sources from which the State may freely ob- 
tain the missing letters and the original letters of George Clinton, 
and so place this correspondence in as full and perfect a condition as 
possible. Our excellent librarian, Mr. Homes, has collected sonie 
materials for a supplemental volume ; Horatio Seymour has given 
the Library a valuable document towards it, and similar gifts may 
reasonably be expected. Some of the letters we desire have un- 
doubtedlv been published, and I propose to ascertain what ones have 
been and when and where. Many others, with documents and 
papers which ought properly to be with this collection, are in the 
possession of collectors of autographs; some are in the stores ac- 
cesbible or inaccessible for use, of our historical societies ; many are 
treasured by descendants of their recipients, whose descendants will 
neither value nor care for them ; many are l^ing in garrets and out- 
houses intermixed with business and other papers which have lost 
their uses. It is very much to be desired that our people should 
search these depositories and consider whether public spirit does not 
require that they should give to the State Library such of these 
desiderata as they have in their control, so that these relics and 
proofs of the honorable estimation of their ancestors may be assured 
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perpetual preservation for public use. The State has entered npon 
tlie task of collecting these disjecta ineinbra of its history and of 
the lives of its worthy citizens, and surely every worthy citizen. will 
willingly contribute his or her aid. 

My study of these papers has inspired me with the hope that 
among the many who can and will readily supply the deficiencies I 
have indicated and enrich these collections, are the descendants of 
the following learned men and families of George Clinton's time: 

I must undoubtedly have omitted many names in the following 
list with which an imperfect memory, which 1 have no time to 
refresh, supplies me on the instant.. Allison, Benson, Clinton (in- 
cluding Sir Henry), Colden, Cantine, Du Simitiere (Philadel- 
phia). Duane, Diier, DeWitt, Fish, Fonda, Gelston, Hawkins, Hay 
(especially Col. Udnev), Livingston, Lush, Malcom, McClaghry, 
Morris, Monroe, Mifflin, (Thomas, Gov. of Peun.), McKesson, 
Schuyler, Scott, Tappen, Tallmadge, Tayler, Yarick (Richard, 
Mayor, etc.). Van Cortlandt, Yan Rensselaer, V^an Wyck, Van 
Home, Adjutant-General, 

Would that the press would give its influence and exert its power 
in favor of the donations to the State of these relics of our 
history. 

The documents involving our State history, so far as the State has 
them, are properly preserved, arranged and cared for. The State 
has been justly liberal in calendaring them and in publishing with 
indexes a large number, but very many remain unpublished and un- 
indexed, though accessible. From the commencement of George 
Clinton's incumbency of the governorship down to John Jay's as- 
sumption of the office,, the proper distribution and custody of State 
papers among the various State oflicers does not appear to have been 
settled. At least I infer so from the fact that a large number of 
returns and which would seem to belong to the Legislature and to 
the Adjutant-General's and other State officers' departments, are 
found among these papers. If they turn out to be mere duplicates, 
there will, of course, be no need of publishing them : if any are 
necessary to the full history of any department of the government, 
a minute of them ought to be filed in that department. Indeed, if 
such documents be scattered, it would seem to be desirable to cata- 
logue them for each department. 

I have avoided touching upon many particular contents of these 
papers which seem to me full of interest, but I will be excused, I 
hope, for stating that it was a grateful surprise to me to find one or 
more of the Yermont leaders whose astute policy was deemed to 
approach if not to reach treason, corresponding amicably with 
George Clinton, after the final recognition of the independence of 
that State, and to see its university in the attitude of a petitioner to 
J^ew York for a grant of land; — that it was a surprise not alto- 
gether pleasant to find Brant admitted to what 1 will call a qualifiecj 
friendship by George Clinton, and serving the State and the United 
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States for a consideration, and so dwindling from the fiendish, the 
heroic, the romantic, to a common-place mortality ; — and that it was 
very painful to see the harmony with which onr statesmen and our 
warriors were animated while achieving our independence, changing 
into that spirit of distrust and hate which made our earlier politics 
ferocious. But then it is very cheering to see, however dimiy, that 
God did educe good from evil ; to feel that the miseries and reverses 
which onr forefathers endured so gallantly prepared the way for the 
adoption of the Constitution of the United States and made its 
amendment imperative. Indeed, the whole course of our history, 
from the first planting of the Netherlands down to our happy day, 
ought to strengthen our gratitude to Almighty God, and confirm 
our humble hope that, in all the exigencies of its future, He will 
continue His favor to our country, raise up men fitted for the times, 
and make its liberty eternal.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE GENERAL LIBRARY. 



To the Regents of the University^ Trustees of the State Library : , 

The number of volumes in the State Library at the close of the 
year 18S2 is 119,206, of which 85,027 volumes are in the General 
Library, showing an increase in that department of the moderate 
number of 1,558 volumes. 

The most expensive of these additions to this department have 
been, as in the previous year, the histories of the counties in the 
States of the Union both at the east and west; they continue to be 
published with great frequency. The number of volumes relating 
to events in the Civil war of 1861 to 1865 has received large addi- 
tions during the past year, the histories of the action of towns, 
regiments, companies and individuals continuing to be published 
to the end of the year. The volumes in the library relating to the 
subject are over one thousand. We have had no opportunity as yet 
to count the large number of pamphlets connected with the subject 
which we possess. In consequence of the necessity of securing by 
purchase such works as these of the two classes mentioned, and the 
payment of the sums due on subscriptions to annual periodicals for 
both departments of the library, tlie sum remaining for purchases, 
especially approved of by the trustees in their ordinances of 1879, 
is very small. Almost nothing can be economized for the purchase 
of books of general reference. To make this remainder of money 
bring in the largest number of books at the least expense, greater 
parsimoniousuess has to be exercised than would be used by the ma- 
ority of private collectors of libraries. 

By means of special requests by letter, three hundred and fifty- 
six eulogies delivered oh occasion of the death of President Garfield 
have been collected and arranged in fifteen volumes. Copies of 
newspapers to the number of 400, giving accounts of his death and 
funeral ceremonies, have been collected and bound in six volumes 
folio. 

A donation has been made to the library by Yice-Chancellor 
Ge^.rge W. Clinton of a valuable collection of twenty-six bound 
volumes of uncommon and rare pamphlets. Purchases have been 
made during the year of very interesting additions to the library's 
collection of Clinton manuscripts; most of them being of an earlier 
date than any we formerly p9ssessed. Our previous earliest date 
was the year 1768. Rev. Dr. Maunsel Van Rensselaer, of Geneva, 
has given to the library about forty-five manuscripts, letters, deeds, 
etc., of dates ranging from the year 1662 to 17i^6. The library has 
been so fortunate as to secure a copy of the aqua-tint engraving, 
made in New York city in the year 1780, representing the passage 
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of Major Andre from the sloop of war Vulture towards a landing 
in Haverstraw bay on the Hudson river. The engraving was made 
from a pen-sketch made by Andre himself while imprisoned. The 
engraving is exceedingly rare ; it has now been hung over the frame 
which contains the papers found upon Andre when captured. The 
library has not been so fortunate as to have acquired possession of 
the Gov. Tompkins manuscripts, the purchase of which the trnstecs 
unqualifiedly recommended to the Legislature. Dr. Murray, the 
secretary, appeared with me before the finance committee of the 
Senate, and the purchase was warmly recommended, but the com- 
mittee did not report ill favor of the purchase. 

The shelvinir in the library for niau}^ years *past has been so in- 
adequate to receive the annual additions of books that repeated ad- 
ditions of new shelving have had to be made in every available 
space. For two years ])ast unsuccessful efforts have been made to 
obtain a room in the new capitol for the storage of duplicates and 
of such books as are least in demand. Within two months con- 
siderable space has been secured in the room in the new capitol 
occupied by Yice-Chancellor Clinton, in which we have piled up 
many hundreds of volumes of old files of newspapers which had 
been lying upon the floors of the two galleries. In those galleries 
we have built cases of plain unpainted boards, with shelves wide 
enough for four rows deep of books on each shelf, which we think 
will hold over nine thousand volumes, at a cost of less than two 
hundred dollars. By this device we shall be relieved of much em- 
barrassment, although we still shall need a room in the new capitol 
for the accommodation of our duplicates and our stock of books for 
exchanges, which are now chiefly in the old capitol. As the old 
capitol will be torn down before rooms are ready for the State library 
in the new capitol, it is desirable that through the trustees, tempor- 
ary accommodation should be sought for these in some room not 
otherwise appropriated. 

The book- binder who has been employed in the library for fifteen 
years ])a8t having left our employment, we are having our binding 
executed by the different binders of the city for the past few 
months. Sutticient time has not elapsed to show whether it costs 
the institution more to obtain the same results than it cost when we 
employed a binder; but it is plain that the convenience and saving 
of time to the librarians are considerable when a binder is employed 
in the building. 

The volume forming the first supplement subject-index to the 
contents of the books added to the General Library during the last 
ten years after having been completed, printed and bound, was 
brought into use in the library about the first of November, and 
forms a volume of over 400 pages. If the same amount of analysis 
and classification could have been applied to the contents of the library 
as it existed in 1872, the subject-index of that year instead of filling 
a volume of 600 pages would have filled a volume of 2,0U0 pages. 
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The titles in this supplement, brief as they are, are more full and 
contain more information for the student than did those in the index 
of 1872. A more full account of the character of the volume and 
of the pains taken to make it useful, will be found in the preface 
to the book. 

The trustees are aware that a large volume of three ^ thousand 
closely printed columns has just been issued from the press with the 
title of Poole's Index to Periodical Literature^ being an index to 
the subjects of a literary and public character discussed in the Eng- 
lish and American literary periodicals chiefly of the last one hundred 
years down to the year 1882. This has been done with the co-opera- 
tion of the librarians of fifty libraries in this country and England, 
and they have indexed the subjects treated of in 205 different 
periodicals. It will be a gratifying fact to the trustees^ to learn that 
the State library in both of its departments already possesses more 
than three-quarters of the periodicals indexed in this work, while 
those which it possesses are generally the most important ones on 
the list. In anticipation of the demand which would arise for the 
purchase of sets of these periodicals when this great work should 
appear, I have been anxious to secure speedily such as we had not 
upon our shelves ; and T have lately obtained from England and in 
this country additions of important sets of reviews and magazines 
for this portion of our library. 

Looking forward to the time which is gradually approaching when 
the library will have been deposited in its new home on the west 
side of the capitol, I have the feeling that the library should hence- 
forward be administered on a basis of fresh regulations, which should 
be conformed to such principles as are the result of the greatly en- 
larged experiences in connection with libraries of all classes, and 
with our State library in particular, during the last thirty years. 
The whole body of the new regulations to be drawn up should be 
^ so complete and untrammeled that it would be necessary to dii^re- 
* gard tlie State laws by which the library was regulated before its 
transfer to the care of the Regents of the University. Although 
the legislature has given the trustees the power to make all neediul 
regulations for the library, yet the regulations existing previous to 
the transfer have rarely been repealed. As no regulation adopted, 
which would be inconsistent with a statute, would set it aside, and 
as there are statutes which would conflict with such modes of using 
the library as are desirable, it would be necessary to secure the re- 
peal of all such statutes simultaneously with the adoption of a new 
code of rules. 

One of the chief embarrassments in devising and applying regula- 
tions for the use of the State library, which has been pre-eminently a 
reference library for researches within its walls, is the desire to 
obtain books from its shelves for home use. Much which is now 
allowed and tolerated under certain forms, and which is desirable in 
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many respects, is without any specific authority under the laws or 
the regulations. 

Hoping next year to submit to the trustees the plan of a new set 
of rules, I desire previously to put upon paper some thoughts for 
their consideration of a new departure with respect to the State 
library, and without their opinion on my proposal previously ex- 
pressed, *t would be impossible for me to draft a consistent body of 
rules. I would suggest that a certain sum of money be expended 
every year, commencing with five hundred dollars for the first year, 
to be used for the purchase of books for a circulating library for the 
use of all the officers of the government at the capitol with their 
families. During four months of the year there are three hundred 
clerks in the service of the State at the capitol, and more than half 
of that number continue in Albany during the, whole year. These 
clerks also many of them have their families with them. If these 
persons have privileges in using the library extended to them, it 
will be to them a boon of great utility, and be welcomed by them 
as a great resource for their leisure hours. The value of the library 
in the estimation of the community would be greatly enhanced. 

If a certain portion of the library were made thus easily accessible 
for general circulation with members of the Legislature, State offi- 
cers and clerks, it seems to me that the remainder of the library 
might more properly be treated as specifically a library of books of 
reference which were never to be taken out of the library without 
special precautionary rules. It would no longer be necessary to 
have the provision giving the Legislature, the courts and the trustees 
a poorly defined right to draw books from the library, which really 
excepts fpom that privilege more than two- thirds of the works in 
the library. Then all concerned could freely draw books from the 
circulating portion of the library, while some of the books in the 
specific reference portion might be drawn for use in the capitol, or 
on the deposit of twice the money value or other similar provisions. 
I could enlarge much upon this new proposed scheme, but am satis-* 
fied to leave it at this point for the consideration of the trustees 
without further remark.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW LIBRARY. 



To the Regents of the University of the State of New York : 

The law department of the library has been increased during the 
year 1882 by the addition of 953 vohimes. The additions have 
been principally continuations of American and British reports, 
statutes, law periodicals and standard elementary works. 

The use of the books in this department of the library has been 
greater than that of any previous year. More than the usual num- 
ber of volumes have been delivered to the judges of the Court of 
Appeals and to the various State officers, for temporary use in the 
discharge of their respective oflBcial duties. 

The assistant in the Law Library has prepared a general index to 
the collection of 786 volumes of cases and points in causes heard in 
the Court of Appeals of this State from 1847 to 1882. This collec- 
tion is in daily use, and with the aid of the index the papers in any 
cause may be readily found. 

The preparation of the subject-index catalogue authorized by 
chapter 306 of the Laws of 1881, has so far progressed that it will 
be ready for the printer in the course of the summer of the present 
year, and will embrace all the treatises, reports and periodicals con- 
tained in the law department at the close of the year 1882.

To the Honorable the Legislai/ure of the S^ate of New York : 

The Regents of the University, as Trustees of the State Library, 
respectfully submit their Sixty-fourth Annual Report. 

The general growth and prosperity of the library have continued 
uninterruptedly during the past year. Increasing embarrassment 
has been lelt in finding space in the present quarters for the proper 
display or even disposal of the books and pamphlets of tte library. 
Some immediate relief is absolutely necessary, which for the present 
may best be afibrded by a room for storage of duplicates and un- 
classified library material. This, it is hoped, may be obtained in 
the new capitol, so that when the permanent halls for the library 
shall be completed, the transfer thither may be easy. The policy of 
making the general library more distinctively, but by no means ex- 
clusively, a library of American history, has been pursued carefully 
during the past year . Care is taken to gather up the material which 
may lumish the original sources of history in the future. All local 
histories and biographies and genealogies which may supply facts 
for the future historian, are, as far as possible, secured. An exten- 
sive system of exchanges for obtaining such material is carried on 
both in this country and in Europe. 

The subject-index catalogue of the general library, which has been 
in course of preparation for a number of years, is essentially com- 
plete and is now in course of being printed. Its completion and 
publication will aid greatly in the ready and effective use of the 
books in this collection. 

The law library is enriched each year by the addition of all im- 
portant reports and by the documents and session laws of nearly 
every state in the Union. Its use by the courts of the state and 
the lawyers and legislators in the performance of their duties has 
been greater during the past year than at any preceding period. 
For important information as to this department of the library 
reference is made to the statement by the librarian in charge. The 
work on the subject-index for this library is in progress, but 
will require a considerable time for its proper completion. It is 
believed by the trustees that this will be, especially to the members 
of the legislature, of great semce in facilitating inquiry into the 
various subjects which requu*e investigation in legislation.

The legislature of 1881 authorized the trustees of the library to 

Erocure the arranging and indexing of the Chnton papers and other 
istorical papers m the library. They were fortunate in being able 
to appoint for this interesting and important work a gentleman who 
by learning, experience and lamily traditions, is especially qualified 
for the task. George W . Clinton, the son of the second Governor 
Clinton and a grand-nephew of the first, has entered upon the work 
of studying and arranging these papers with patriotic as well as 
filial zeal . The report of his progress and of the scope and pros- 
pects of the work is appended to this report. There are twenty- 
three volumes of the Clinton papers. Judge Clinton has under- 
taken as a first step of his work to go over these volumes and make 
entry of every name and important fact for tlie purposes of a gen- 
eral index. In this preliminary task he has gone over eight of these 
volumes. Besides the index which he thus has under way, he pro- 
posed to make extended annotations from other sources explanatory 
of the facts referred to more or less obscurely in the text. This 
careful and intelligent study of those original documents cannot fail 
to throw an important light on many of the events in the early his- 
tory of the state . 

By chapter 120 of the Laws of 1881, certain enumerated docu- 
ments in the custody of the Secretary of State and of the Comp- 
troller, are transferred to the charge of the trustees of the State 
Library. The legislature not having made provision for the expense 
of the transfer and the care of these documents they have been 
suffered to remain up to the present in cTiarge of the former ofl&eers, 



and the clerk in charge, Mr. B. Fernow, still remains responsible to 
the Secretary of Stated. He has, however, prepared a statement 
with reference to these papers which is appenaed to this report and 
to which reference is here made. 

Thei trustees of the State Library are the trustees of the law libra- 
ries at Syracuse and Eochester, and the law libraries at Brooklyn 
and Buffalo are required by law to make annual reports to this board. 
From these reports the following statement of the condition of 
these libraries is derived :

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW LIBRARY. 



To the Regents aj^ the TJnvGersity of the State of New Yorh : 

Gentlemen — The number of volumes added to the law depart- 
ment of the library during the year 1881, is 917, which is fully 
equal to the average of the three preceding years, if we exclude 
special purchases oi British parliamentary papers that are embraced 
in the accessions of those years. 

Important additions have been made of American and British 
reports and statutes, and of standard elementary works. The usual 
number of publications have been received under the system of 
inter-state and foreign exchange. 

During the past year the works in this department have been in 
daily use by readers in the library hall. In addition thereto and 
under tie provisions of e;tisting law, upwards of 3,000 volumes 
have been delivered to the judges of the courts, state officers, mem- 
bers of the legislature and members of the bar when engaged in 
the argument or trial of causes, for temporary use in the exercise 
of their respective official duties. 

The enforcement of the ordinance of 1879 which prohibits the 
" occupation of the room of this department as a study and reading 
room and the use of its volumes as text-books by law students," has 
promoted the convenience of the " officers of the government, the 
courts and the bar," in their use of the volumes. 

Considerable progress has been made in the preparation of the 
subject-index catalogue authorized by chap. 306 of the Laws of 
1881 . The labor oi preparing the catalogue is somewhat greater 
than was anticipated, by reason of the disclosure as the work pro- 
gresses, of^ a large number of typographical errors in the catalogues 
of 1855 and 1865, to correct which, requires an actual examination 
of the volumes upon the shelves. The work will be ready for the 
pirinter during the year 1883, and will embrace all the publications 
contained in tne law department at the close of the present year. 
Specimen subjects of the proposed catalogue are herewith sub- 
mitted, which will give a general idea of the classification, ar- 
rangement and form of titlds, and serve to illustrate in some degree* 
the value of the work to those for whom this department of the 
library was established and is maintained. It will be observed that 
these specimens are but fragments and in no manner represent 
either the completeness or the typography of the catalogue as it 
will finally appear.

To the Trustees of the New York State Library : 

I have the honor of submitting the following statement as to the 
condition of the historical records, transferred to the care of your 
Honorable body from the offices of the Secretary of State and of 
the Comptroller, by chapter 120, Laws of 1881. 

Lack of space in the State library has so far prevented the actual 
transfer of the rich collection of historical material, which is prob- 
ably the largest owned by any one State in the Union, b\it also, un- 
fortunately, one of the least known ; however, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the quoted chapter of the Laws, the Honorable Board of 
Kegents of the University of the State of New York as trustees of 
the State library, at their midsummer convocation, have honored me 
by entrusting the records in question to my care. 

The earliest record preserved, an Indian deed for the present site 
of Hoboken, N. J., is dated July 12, 1630, and from that date down 
to August, 1664:, the twenty-one volumes of Dutch records, con- 
taining about 12,000 entries, give an almost complete history of 
Dutch rule and of the government which first introduced upon the 
soil of New York European civilization and founded there courts, 
schools, churches and similar institutions for the benefit of its sub- 

J'ects. Of these twenty-one-volumes three are the *' Register of the 
Provincial Secretarv," whose functions embraced all those of a 
modern notary public, clerk of a court of record, surrogate and 
member of the Governor's council. Seven volumes of '* Council 
Minutes" give, with considerable gaps, the proceedings of the Di- 
rector-General and his advisers as legislative, executive and judiciary 
council. Five volumes contain the correspondence between the 
Director-General and the home government or his subordinate ofli- 
cers in the province, two the records of land patents and deeds, and 
four more the ordinances for internal government, writs of appeal, 
records of Fort Orange (now Albany), and of the colony on the 
Delaware. All these records are written in the Dutch language 
and in the old Gothic hand of the seventeenth century, as unintel- 
ligible as hieroglyphics or Chinese characters are to most of us. 
Tlie few documents written in English by George Baxter, the Eng- 
lish secretary of the province, are even harder to decipher, as the 
style of writing in England just then undergoing a change, had not 
yet reached the fluency of the later current hand, while it had lost 
the distinctness of the Gothic. 

The English records of this series, known as the "New York 
Colonial Manuscripts," follow in eighty-four volumes closely upon 
the Dutch period in the panorama of the Colony's internal devel- 
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opraent. The view through these " Colonial Manuscripts" (English) 
is, however, incomplete, as they contain only the letters, reports, 
petitions, etc., upon which the executive government of the province 
based their action. The light needed for a clearer view is given by 
the forty-four volumes of General Entries, Orders in Council, Min- 
utes of the Courts of Assizes, Council Minutes and Treasurer's 
Accounts. These latter records are in bound volumes of from 200 
to 400 pages each and as yet neither indexed nor calendared, while 
the first-mentioned series of New York Colonial Manuscripts, re- 
covered from heaps of loose files of papers and neatly put up in 
large folio volumes, each document being given a stub and cover 
page, were indexed and calendared with great care by the late Dr. 
O'Callaghan. The eighty-four volumes of New York Colonial 
Manuscripts (English) contain about 25,000 diflEerent papers, mostly 
written in the English language, although there are some in French, 
Spanish, German, Dutch and Danish. The forty-four volumes of 
General Entries, etc., are of course all in English. 

Governor Dongan was, by his instructions of May 29, 1686, 
authorized and directed to issue marriage licenses, which authoriza- 
tion was continued from time to time, to the succeeding governors 
until the Kevolution. The first licenses are recorded scatteringly 
in " General Entriea" and " Orders in Council," etc. Their num- 
ber increasing with the influx of population, the secretary of the 
Erovince was compelled to keep a separate register of marriage 
onds, executed before the license could be given. I have under 
my charge forty bound volumes containing about 11,000 of these 
bonds, given from 1686 to 1775. Not all the matrimonial engage- 
ments entered into by the inhabitants of the province are repre- 
sented by these bonds; the Quakers,, for instance, objected to 
giving such a bond and many others lived too far from the secre- 
tary's oflSce to execute it ; their marriages are recorded only in the 
registers of their respective churches. 

When the Palatines were compelled to leave their homes on the 
Rhine, many children either arrived in this country as orphans or 
lost their parents soon after their arrival. For their benefit Gov- 
ernor Hunter proposed in 1710 that such children should be bound 
out to serve such parties as certain commissioners approved and ac- 
cepted the bond of. The volume '' Indentures of Palatine Children," 
contains the record of eighty-four of these transactions during the 
years 1710 and 1711. 

A similar paternal desire, superinduced upon political foresight, 
led to the royal proclamation of October 7, 1763, regulating the 
trade with the Indians in such a manner that they would not desert 
the British interest, and requiring all persons who wished to go into 
the Indian country to trade, to execute a bond. About four hun- 
dred of such bonds, executed during the years 1765 to 1771, are 
bound in two volumes, called " Indian Traders' Bonds." 

The volume "The Duke's Laws, 1674," contains the regulations 
made by the delegates of the Long Island settlements in 1665 and 
approved by the Duke of York. Our copy is signed by the Duke 
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of York and certified to by his secretary. Wren. These regulations 
were at first in force onjy on Long Island and in New York city 
and were introduced in other parts of the colony from 1673 to 
1676. 

The acts passed by the first assembly of the colony of New York 
in 1683-4, are preserved in the volume called ^'Dongan's Laws," 
and two volumes contain the bills which failed to become laws dur- 
ing the time from 1685 to 1732. 

The contents of the next three volumes are shown |y their titles : 
1. Minutes of the Commissioners to settle the boundaries between 
Khode Island and Massachusetts, 1741. 2. Minutes of the Com- 
missioners to re-examine the controversy between Connecticut and 
the Mohegan Indians, 1743 3. Collection of evidence in vindica- 
tion of the territorial rights of New York against the claims of the 
New England colonies, 1750. 

An insight into the commercial history of New York is given by 
thirty- three volumes of manifests entered at the New York custom- 
house from 1737 to 1774, ten volumes of entry- books, also of the 
New York custom-house from 1728 to 1769, seven volumes of ship- 
master's bonds from 1750 to 1766. 

This ends the list of original records of the Province of New- 
Netherland and New York. The collection of Colonial documents 
was completed about forty years ago by the copies of original papers 
in the archives of England, Holland and France, procured by Mr. 
J. Romeyn Broadhead and edited by him and Dr. O'Callaghan, 
in eleven volumes, under the title of f' Documents relating to the 
Colonial History of New York." » These copies fill eighty large 
octavo volumes. 

Of papers relating to the Revolutionary period there are ten vol- 
umes, ''Journal of the New York Convention and Committee of 
Safety, 1776-8," and twelve "Eevolutionary Papers, 1775-7," both 
published in two volumes under the title of " Journal of the New 
York Convention." These twenty-two volumes are preserved in 
the same manner as the New York Colonial Manuscripts, while the 
balance of papers covering this period are bound solidly in twenty- 
three more volumes of ledger size and partly published in two vol- 
umes, called " Calendar oi New York Historical Manuscripts, Revo- 
lutionary Papers." Further material for the history of the Revo- 
lution may be found in forty-three volumes of " Assembly Papers, 
1777-1831," fourteen volumes "Minutes of the Council of Ap- 
pointment, 1777-1821," five volumes "Minutes of the Council of - 
Revision, 1778-1824" and about 250 bundles of papers relating to 
the proceedings of the Council of Appointment. Ten volumes 
" Accounts of Certificates issued by the State Treasurer," three of 
"New York Quartermasters' Accounts and Journal, 1780-1785," 
one " Revolutionary Prisoner's Pay-roll," one " Pay-roll, New 
York Line," and one "Military Register, 1778-82," give informa- 
tion concerning the New York Contingent to the Army of the U. 
S. during the Revolution, while the property taken from Tories in 
1777-1779 and 1782, is accounted for in two volumes.

REPORT ON THE GEORGE CLINTON PAPERS. 

By Geoege W. Clinton. 

To the Regents of the University of the State of New York : 

My acceptance of your appointment as " editor in charge of the 
work of arranging and indexing the Clinton mannscripts and other 
State papers belonging to the State and deposited in the State 
Library, made a change of residence absolutely necessary, and, as 
soon as possible, I returned to this city of my youth and entered 
upon my new duties. Upon an almost momentary consideration of 
the work defined by the statute, I perceived that a due execution 
of the grand scheme of the Legislature demanded an indexing of 
the George Clinton papers at the very outset — that the making 
of this index would consume much time, and that, though the labor 
might, by many good people, be considered as almost purely cleri- 
cal, I could not, conscientiously, intrust it to any one else. In 
order to appreciate and arrange such a mass of papers as this, some- 
what miscellaneous in their character as they are, and yet, in the 
main, bearing as they do upon those momentous questions of policy 
and problems of civil liberty and free government which our fathers 
solved by their wisdom and decided by the sword, one must have 
such an intimate and thorough acquaintance with them as can be 
most perfectly acquired only by actual manipulation and study. 
To this task, therefore, I have, so far, devoted all or nearly all^ my 
time, hoping that, when the essential preliminary work is over, I 
may be permitted, by research and annotation, to supply explana- 
tory facts and make more clear the title of 6ur statesmen to fame, 
anci of our State to honor. " 

The George Clinton papers are calendared. In other words, they 
are numbered consecutively, and placed in' twenty-three folio vol- 
umes, in the order of time, and each volume contains a list of the 
numbers it contains and a brief note of the contents of the paper 
or papers designated by such number. A calendar, however meri- 
torious, and however useful it may be to the deeply read and prac- 
tical annalist or historian, can be of very little service to the raw 
student and the casual searcher. It wants fullness and minute- 
ness, omits minor names, and takes no notice of the petty seeming 
facts and incidents which are so great to little men, and which so 
often flavor coilimon life, cause great events and color history. An 
index ought, like a great river, Uie carrier of commerce and creator 
of fertility, to be " without overflowing, full." It ought to be so 
framed as to yield readily the answer, if there be one in the body 
of the papers, to every question of every reasonable questioner, 
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though he be not technical nor learned. The Clinton papers, like 
all old manuscripts, present, occasionally, the usual obstacles to 
mastering them, such as unfamiliar and almost undecipherable 
writing, faded ink, spelling which is neither phpnetic nor uniform 
nor conformed to any rule, knd their assumption by their writers 
of a knowledge, by their immediate readers, of events and names 
and incidents, which they have unexpressed and are wholly un- 
known to us. The calendar comprises 6,307 numbers. Of these I 
have carefully perused 2,736, and taken notes from them, under 
what seemed to me at the time appropriate heads for the index, of 
every name and incident and matter which ought, in my judgment, 
to enter into it. When all the numbers have been thus dealt with, 
then will come the pleasant but laborious task of arranging the 
great mass of divers matters, and forming it, with reasonable com- 
pression, into an index. After that will come the collecting of 
suppletory matter, and the preparing of notes of an explanatory 
nature, to be drawn mainly from our provincial and revolutionary 
statutes, published histories, local and general, biographies. State 
papers and historical collections. Then succeeds the great work of 
ascertaining what other State papers exist in the library, indexing 
any that may need it, and preparing a lucid and orderly synopsis 
of the whole.* 

I have, in my exploration, just entered up6n the year 1780, a 
time when nature herself, in her appointed course, fought bitterly 
against us, and great hearts were anxious exceedingly, and even our 
stout-hearted governor, in his depression, wrote thus to Robert L. 
Livingston : '* I have not felt equal distress at the situation of our 
affairs since the commencement of the war." Heaven, rather than 
their own wisdom or valor, gave the Confederacy a happy deliver- 
ance and a triumph, the harbinger of freedom for all our race. 

Having scrutinized 2,736 numbers only, any remark 1 have made 
or may make as to the quality or importance of the collection must 
be confined to them. The papers are much more numerous than, 
the numbers. They comprise a very large number of the drafts of 
George Clinton's answers to correspondents. When blank space 
enough was left in a letter to him, he was very sure, from economy 
or some notion of convenience, to draft his answer thereon, and the 
letter and answer make one number of the calendar. Then again 
the calendar often groups under one number several papers, and 
they are often replete with incidental matters, essential to an index, 
of which it takes no notice. A paper or papers, calendared as one 
number, seldom requires less than three entries, and sometimes 
requires from ten to one hundred entries for the index. 

This collection is very far from presenting a continuous history. 
State or national, and letters (I trust not irrecoverable) are some- 
times wanting, which are, in themselves, necessary to the under- 
standing of papers which are present, or relate to projects or trans- 
actions of importance, or which, whether of intrinsic importance 
or not, would be dear to us for the writer's sake. By and bye I 
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may make a list of the more important of these lacking letters, and 
seek your aid and counsel for obtaining them. In the meantime 
accept, I pray you, these examples to show my meaning. By a 
letter from John McKesson to George Clinton, dated November 
3, 1770, it appears' that Clinton had applied, through him, to the 
Council of Safety for leave to resign his command, and that " the 
true reasons " for the request were not stated to the council ; but 
it also seems apparent that these reasons were contained in a letter 
to McKesson, and that letter is not among the papers. On the 8th 
of March, 1778, George Clinton acknowledged the receipt of .two 
letters from La Fayette, neither of which appears in the collection. 
"Walter Butler's "insolent letter" to Schuyler, touching the Cherry 
Valley prisoners, is not, although Gen. James Clinton's dignified 
answer and rebuke of it is among the papers. Charles Thompson, 
the secretary of Congress, on the 1st of February, 1780, reminds 
George Clinton that he had made a request in his letter of the 24:th 
of November, which remains unanswered, and states that it was 
preferred solely f6r the public service. I would like to know what 
the request was ; neither it nor the letter of November 24th appear 
in the collection. Several letters of Washington'to George Clinton 
are wanting ; of which I especially regret the absence of one or 
two in which it seems he must have stated some grand movement 
he had in contemplation against the enemy, but which is not dis- 
disclosed in George Clinton's answers assuring him of hearty and 
strong co-operation. 

But, making all allowance for its defect and deficiencies, there is 
vfery much of value in this collection. The glory and security of a 
State rests in the great body of its people ; and in these papers we 
have, it seems to me, an almost living presentment of a people of 
diverse creeds and many nationalities, bound together by a common 
love of liberty, and who, in its assertion, voluntarily submitted to 
exactions and oppressions far more onerous than those which drove 
them to revolt. They show us that people feeding the' northern 
army, which must else have starved or been disbanded. In the 
very heat of a most cruel war — a war raging on their frontiers 
and penetrating .almost to the doors of their council house — that 

Eeople framed a Constitution so grand, so equal, so protective of 
uman rights, that philosophy everywhere applauded it, and free 
States took it for their model. Of them it could not be said inter 
arma leges silent; but they had the wisdom to fit their laws to the 
dangers and necessities of their time, and bowed their necks to a 
yoke, which, but for the sake of triumph in the end, would have 
been far more galling than that of any king or foreign parliament. 
These papers contain too some evidences of the purity and great- 
ness of our statesmen, which, I am pretty confident, have not been 
given to the public. But I must not dwell upon such topics. I 
anticipate finding equally good things in the unexamined papers. 
I am very confident that although the whole colleodion may add 
little or nothing to the main facts of our history, apd fail to change

in the least our estimates of the chief men of our revolution, it 
will contribute much matter of deep interest to the philosophy of 
history, and very much to the materials for the biographies of less 
distinguished persons, render important aid to many inquirers into 
the genealogies of their families, and confirm the respect due to 
New York for her distinguished services to her sister States and 
to the Confederacy, not only in war, but in laying broad and deep 
the foundation of human liberty and of our perpetual union.
